la ti pronoun short reading we considered the reason why we should go to Church on Sunday. 
it might he w ell at thin time to think over, "How. we may direct our conduct in fulfilling this ob­ 
ligation?" "Six days shalt thou labor, and shalt do all thy work, hut on the seventh day is the Sab­ 
bath of thy I xml Thy Cod; thou shalt do no work on it. thou n^r thy son nor thy man-servant.' 
Exoii. XXI* IO. 


Under God's command lie oblige* ut, to sanctify the Sunday by abstaining from servile wo:k a a . 
by performing works of religion. 
In consideration of the sanctification of the Sunday we may dis­ 
tinguish work by five kinds; Servile works, those in which the body 
has a 
larger part than the 
mind. 
Liberal works, those in which the intellect chiefly is exercised; 
Common works, 
in which 
mind and M y have equal share; Judiciary work*, such as are performed in courts of justice; and 
Commercial works, such as transaction sales, purchases and the like. 


Of these works All Servile and Judiciary works are forbidden and generally such Commercial 
purchasees and sales as are made in public. 
These works are forbidden because they are such ns 
draw’ men toward temporal interests and prevent them from enjoying that repose which is so neces- 
saty for both body and soul. Servile works are forbidden even if not done for gain or money because 
the intention does not change the nature of the work, 
in like manner Liberal work does not be­ 
come servile when done for pay. 
Works that would not desecrate the Sabbath, or at least would find some reasou for being per­ 
formed would be Liberal works, Common works. Certain necessary works that appear servile a-. 
cooking, etc. Commercial tor victuals if necessary while the store need not he open. 


A custom caused by piety, charity and public or private necessity might authorize 6ome forms 


Of servile work. 
By piety we mean divine service and all that is necessary to conduct the same, 
and cun not be pcrtormed In advance. 
Charity toward the sick and our neighbor in need. Public 
necessities, conveyance cars, works to avoid calamities, etc, prifate necessity would Include all who 
through no fault of their own are obliged to labor for themselves and others.
